It was 
stated that it was desired to re- 
build the present storm water sew- 
er in that street, and until that 
was done it would not be wise to 
lay a ne\v pavement. 


A project for the construction of 


a new sewer in Downs street, it 
was said, was being held up by the 
state health department in Al- 
bany. 


Several WPA projects for the 


construction of new sewers in the 
city were also being held up be- 
cause the city failed to file in July 
final plans for the construction of 
a sewage disposal plant.

New Street Lighting on 
Albany Ave. Approved 


System , to Be Ready by 


First of Year at Added 


Cost of $1,445 to 


City Annually 


An improved street lighting sys- 


tem for Albany avenue, from 
Broadway to the city line, was ap- 
proved at the, regular monthly 
meeting of the Board of Public 
Works on Tuesday. City Engineer 
James G. Norton was also em- 
powered to make a survey for a 
proposed new street to connect 
Locust avenue with F o u r t h 
avenue. 
The new street lighting system 


will be installed and in operation 
by the first of the year at an 
added cost of §1,445 annually, in- 
creasing the candlepower of the 
Albany avenue lights from the 
present 19,250 to 45,000 candle- 
power. 


Mayor C. J. Heiselman, who 


presided at the meeting, said that 
Commissioner Homer Emerick, 
chairman of the street lighting 
committee, had received a num- 
ber of complaints in regard to the 
present street lights on Albany 
avenue, stating that the street 
was very dark and dangerous to 
traffic. 
Commissioner Emerick took the 


matter up with the Central Hud- 
son Gas & Electric Corporation, 
and a survey made of the present 
lights on the avenue. 
At the meeting yesterday the 


plan proposed by the electric com- 
pany was submitted for approval 
of the board. 
; 
The plan calls for the installa- 


tion of additional streets lights of 
25,750 candlepower. Each of the 
lights will be of 1,000 candlepower, 
and with the additional new lights 
the total candlepower on the 
avenue will be 45,000. 


It is planned to use a number 


of - the old iron poles that were 
used in the old street lighting 
system along Broadway before it 
was replaced with the present 
modern system, and also a num- 
ber of wooden poles to carry the 
new lamps to the city line. 


In the discussion of the plan all 


of the board members agreed that 
Albany avenue was not properly 
lighted at night, and as it carries 
a large amount of traffic it was 
better as a matter of safety to 
install more street lights. 


Work of installing the poles to 


carry the lamps will be done by 
the employes of the board under 
the supervision of Superintendent 
Ernest A. Steuding.

Sanford, health officer, is due to 
the \lack of Vitamin C, which is 
contained in fruit juices. The 
death was that of an infant girl. 


Discussing compulsory vaccin- 


ation Dr. Sanford said he had 
taken the matter up with a rep- 
repentative of the state health de- 
partment and also with the city's 
corporation counsel and they had 
advised him that to enforce such 
a proposed regulation would re- 
quire an act of the legislature. 


At the present time compulsory 


vaccination is required in first 
class cities only in the state, and 
to require it in Kingston would 
mean that the state legislature 
would have to enact legislation 
covering third class cities. 
Dr. Sanford called the board's 


attention to the proposed series 
of free diphtheria and smallpox 
clinics that would be held this 
fall. Five clinics have been arran- 
ged to be held in the Excelsior 
Hose house, Cordts Hose, Rapid 
Hose, Twaalfskill Hose and the 
Hobby House on Mill street.

Sudden Rush of Domestic Orders May Result In 


Calling Back 125,000 Workers 


Pittsburgh, Sept. 13 <#>.—A visit 


to offices 
of the leading steel 


producers 
here 
today showed 


executives almost dizzy with the 
sudden rush of domestic orders 
which many predicted would re- 
sult in calling back to the mills 
of as many as 125,000 workers be- 
fore Thanksgiving. 
"Consumers," explained an offi- 


cial, "are putting on the same 
panicy rush housewives did last 
week for sugar and flour. If it 
continues, and we believe it will, 
the industry will boost its output 
to 85 or 90 per cent of capacity 
within 30 or 60 days. 
"That will mean as many as 


125,000 additional workers will be 
needed and full time for those now 
working." 
His figure was taken from the 


fact that mills operating at around 
63 per cent last week, were em- 
ploying 435,000 workers with a 
monthly payroll 
of $60,000,000. 


Two yean ago with production 


averaging between SO and 90 per 
cent the industry's monthly pay- 
roll was $80,000,000 for 572,000 
workers. 
Prices for fourth quarter deliv- 


ery have not yet been announced 
and most firms are taking orders 
for a specified amount at existing 
quotations 'and the remainder at 
the existing price when delivery 
is made. 


All executives stated there vir- 


tually was no war materials in- 
volved in the pickup and that 
only a few inquiries had been 
made by foreigners for any class 
of goods. One estimated the gov- 
ernment had placed less than $10,- 
000,000 for steel. 


Meanwhile, closely related in- 


dustries began to feel the effects. 
The Pennsylvania railroad ordered 
back 2,000 workers, reopened some 
of its machine shops. Baltimore 
and Ohio called back almost 1,000. 
Steel scrap prices jumped $1 a 
ton yesterday at $18, a record for 
the year.

cement mill in the 


United States was built in 1872, in 
Pennsylvania. By 1890 there were 
16 cement plants which produced 
335,500 barrels of cement; this was 
still inadequate to domestic demand 
and nearly 2.000,000 barrels were 
imported that year. In 1936 there 
were 163 plants in the United States 
which produced 112,390,000 barrels.

greatest cement-producing state, ac- 
counting for more than one-fifth of 
the country's output, and shipping 
about three-fourths of this to other 
states. California is second in pro- 
duction. Cement is produced in 33 
other states, the location of mills 
being largely determined by the ad- 
jnccnce of limestone quarries."

WIPING OUT DIPHTHERIA 


Diphtheria and smallpox are two diseases 


that can be definitely prevented. That is the 
statement made recently by Dr. L. E. San- 
ford, health officer, in announcing plans to 
hold a series of free clinics during the fall 
months where children could be immunized 
from diphtheria and vaccinated against 
smallpox. 


It is not so many years ago that annually 


many children died from the effects of diph- 
theria, but with the discovery of a serum it 
was found that those injected with it could 
be immunized against the disease. 


In the past several years definite improve- 


ment has been made in the use of serum 
which now only requires one injection to 
immunize a child. 


With the holding of weekly clinics at the 


city hall and annually a series of free clinics 
in other sections of the city diphtheria has 
been practically wiped out in Kingston, and 
today a case of diphtheria in the city is a 
rarity. 


Today 54 per cent of the children under 


live years of age in the city have been im- 
munized. This percentage, it is hoped, will 
be largely increased by attendance at the 
clinics which are planned. 


With the facilities afforded parents by 


these free clinics there is no excuse for ex- 
posing a child to the dread ravages of diph- 
theria and possible death. 


HARD SCHOOLING 


"Sees War's Coming Alter Education" is 


the headline over a report of a Methodist 
Conference.

spoken, and both had stressed the need of a 
new type of education which would "meet 
the special requirements of new world situa- 
tions" after the present war is ended. The 
reconstruction problem which will confront 
the world then, they held,, would be quite as 
serious as that of 1918. It should be handled 
more wisely, but education toward that end 
would be necessary first. 


It seems clear that education in the past 


did not prepare any nation to cure its eco- 
nomic ills or to prevent war. It isn't so clear 
that educators can prepare the present gen- 
eration in school for any better handling of 
the tremendous jobs ahead. 


We have better schools than ever before. 


More young people attend them and go far- 
ther through the successive grades and de- 
grees than ever before. These developments 
apparently are not enough. The college presi- 
dents arc doubtless right in saying that edu- 
cation, if it is 1o help cure the world's ills, 
will have to be given a new slant. Knowledge 
of science and history and letters is only a 
part of education. Right application of such 
knowledge is essential, and that may prove 
to be a lesson the world will learn only slow- 
ly, by painful experience and by repealed 
failures.

Dear Mrs. Post: We have moved 


into a house that is much smaller

French Report Wedge Into 
Advanced Siegfried Line

Paris, Sept. 13 W).—French 


forces driving into Saarbruecken 
and advanced fortifications of the 
Siegfried line were reported under 
heavy fire today from long range 
German artillery hidden miles to 
the rear. French guns thundered 
in fierce reply. 


The German big guns pounded 


villages held by the French near 
Saarbruecken, railroad junction 
and industrial heart of the rich 
Saar basin. 


The war ministry communique 
this morning reported a "confir- 
mation of reaction of the artillery 
in the course of the night." It re- 
ferred briefly to "great activity 
here and there" by the air force. 
Fleet French tanks and arm- 


ored cars were reported to have 
reached the outskirts of Saar- 
bruecken yesterday, thursting im- 
mediately into the suburbs. 


Between the opposing guns lay 


stubble fields—the harvest has 
been gathered. The land was 
domed and pitted with pill boxes 
and machinegun nests, vulnerable 
only to direct hits from mortars. 


French sources said their army 


had advanced only a few thousand 
yards a day in some sectors where 
violent fighting marked every ac- 
tion. Roads shattered by German 
mines and artillery had to be re- 
paired. 
Advance units often had to 


await nightfall to fortify their po- 
sitions for the protection of troops 
moving up behind them. 


The advance on Saarbruecken 


was said to have hammered a 
wedge in the Siegfried line at its 
strongest point Fall of the city 
would give the French control of 
the rich Saar mining basin, one 
of the world's most productive 
coal fields. 


Saarbruecken, important rail- 
road junction, lies about midway 
on a 100-mile front • between the 
Moselle and Rhine rivers on 
France's northeastern boundary— 
northern wing of the western 
front.

To the northwest of the city, in 


a pocket formed by the Luxem- 
bourg and German borders, the 
French were said to be mefltfng 
fierce resistance.

Comparatively un- 
seasoned German reservists in 
that sector were said to have been 
replaced by veterans. 


One of Greatest Duels 


A dispatch from Basel, Switzer- 


land, described the artillery war- 


fare near Luxembourg as one of 
the greatest duels in history. The 
Moselle valley had been converted 
into one of the most heavily forti- 
fied regions of the world with the 
great Sierck forts, on the French 
side, facing the German Trassen 
area. 
The main Siegfried line posi- 


tions lie some seven miles behind 
Saarbruecken, and apparently the 
heavy German shellfire came from 
them. The French fire in this dis- 
trict was laid down along a two- 
mile front through the eastern 
suburbs of the city to the avia- 
tion field, which had been a Ger- 
man military air base. 


The village of St. Arnual, mid 


way between Saarbruecken and 
the airfield, caught the heaviest 
part of the French bombardment. 


The French tactics in the drive 


on Saarbruecken were said to have 
been typical of most operations 
thus far in the 11-day-old war 
First scouting and fighting plane 
roared over German positions to 
keep the air clear of German cqun 
terattack, then armored motorized 
units rolled upon the German po 
sitions, ripping through barbe< 
wire entanglements. 


Behind tanks and armored cars 


went fighting engineers with the 
double duty of mopping up Ger 
man "suicide squads" which the 
army on wheels had missed, and 01 
finding land mines and explodinj 
them before the main bodies o; 
troops followed in to fill out the 
lines of advance. 
By such tactics the French, now 


backed in ' the field by British 
troops, were said to be closing pin- 
cer-like on Saarbruecken. 


The first meeting of the allied 


supreme war council yesterday 
"somewhere in France" was con- 
sidered the forerunner of a big 
offensive of the combined French 
and British land forces. 


The meeting, attended by Pre- 


mier Daladier and Prime Minister 
Chamberlain, followed steady ar- 
rivals of British troops in France. 
The Britons were moving toward 
the front, but thus far had not 
seen action, it was said. 
French leaders said the supreme 


council's "big four" — Chamber- 
lain, Daladier, Gen. Maurice Gus- 
tave Gamelin and Admiral Lord 
Chatfield, British minister for co- 
ordination of defense — "covered 
lots of ground in their discussion." 


They were gratified particularly, 


it was said, at the early beginning 
of council sessions in this war in 
contrast with World War days. 


A joint communique said the 


council 
"confirmed completely" 


British and French determination 
to "consecrate all their forces and 
all their resources" to the aid of 
Poland. 


French leaders and the press in- 


sisted both nations intend to 


'crush Hitlerism" regardless of the 
immediate fate of Poland.

The recent sinking of the 


British oil tanker Inveriiffey by 
a tordedo near Havre and the 
Finnish bark Olivebank, which 
struck a mine, raised the loss in 
sea warfare to 131,259 tons, ex- 
clusive of cargoes.

figures for a similar period in 
the first days of unrestricted 
German submarine warfare in 
the World War.
